Growing Fall Rye 

In Western Canada, Fall Rye is 
generally considered a poor* cousin 
of our more important cereal crops 
—wheat, outs and barley. In recent 
years, however, the interest of 
farmers in growing fall rye as a 
cash grain crop has increased appre- 
ciably. 

Although fall rye can be grown 
successfully on all types of soils, 
it is probably most suitable for the 
lighter Jands in the drier areas of 
Western Canada, Like all other 
cereal crops the highest yields are 
obtained on fallow land. However, 
damage from winter-killing is much 
more likely to oceur on fallow than 
on stubble land. 

Date of Seeding. he highest 

ields of grain have heen obtained 

y seeding fall rye between August 
15 and September, 15. Indications 
are that September 1 is the most 
favorable time for seeding on light 
soils. The date of seceding on stub- 
ble will depend upon moisture con- 
ditions. Unless there is sufficient 
moisture in the soil to support a 
fair growth in the early fall, seed- 
ing of rye should be delayed until 
near freeze-up. 

Rate of Seeding. Extensive tests 
at the Experimental Station, Swift 
Current, indicate that the rate of 
seeding of fall rye should be from 
34 to 1 bushel per acre. The rate 
of seeding on stubble is the same 
as for a crop on fallow. The~best 
depth of seeding is from 2 to 3 
inches. Very deep seeding or seed- 
ing in loose ground should be 
avoided, for it tends to increase 
the amount of damage from winter- 
killing. When sceding fall rye on 
stubble it is not necessary, nor 
enerally advisable, to work the 
Pee previous to seeding. If any 
tillage operation is undertaken be- 
fore seeding, machines should be 
used which will tend to leave all 
the stubble in an upright position. 
This will help to hold snow on the 
land and to control soil erosion. ©

THE GRAIN STORAGE 
PROBLEM 


Some figures have been published 
about the storage of grain whiclr 
exaggerate the difficulties ahead. The 
facts are that the total storage ca- 
pactiy of country and terminal] ele- 
vatois is around 450 million bushels, 
allowing for working space. On 
August Ist there were 802 million 
busitels of grain occupying that space, 
£0 there is 150 million bushels of 
gpace available now. Making all the 
necessary calculations taking into 
account this year’s crops, carry-overs 
and probable sales, it seems that at 
the worst there will be not more than 
100 million bushels of all grains that 
cennot be stored in country and 
Serminal elevators by July 31st 
next, as distinct from the 400 mil- 
lion that some peeple'seem to have 
calculated. But new annexes in the 
country are being built and off-track 
storage is being sought and, of course, 
the Wheat Board and tie grain trade 
may sell more than the 665 million 
bushels of all grains which they sold 


last year, which additional sales 
would, of course, reduce the lack 
of space by July 81st next. Farm- 


ers, however, will have a problem 
to store their grain on their farms 
until there is sufficient room in 
country elevators and annexes to take 
it in during the crop years. World of 
Wheat.

happened south of Toronto a few weeks ago, 
on the Queen Elizabeth Way. In a heavy 
flow of traffic, a foolish motorist stopped 
suddenly, The car following on t:¢s bumper, 
plowed into him and so on down the line, 
By the time police had unscrambled the 
mess and started traffiv moving normally 
again, a total of approximately $30,000 
damage -had been caused to scores of va- 
hicles, 

This same mishap on a smaller scale occurs 
every day on Alberta highways, All too 
often these cause collisions result in a fatal. 
ity or serious injury. 

Such accidents are attributable directly 
directly to human carelessness the most 
fruitfu cause of all accidents, They could 
be eliminated were a few simple and 
fundalmental common sense rules to be 
followed -by every driver. The first: never 


stop suddenly on a highway, and if possi-e ~ 


ble never stop at all on the pavement but 
pull off to the side before doing so. Be- 
cause of the narrowness of the shoulders 
along our paved roads and their lack of 
gravel it is not always convenient to drive 
off the pavement before halting. The 
prevalence of this type of highway mishap 
suggests that the department of highways 
could well give more thought to widening 
the shoulders and gravelling them. 


Anothe recaution is for every driv- 
The er to asst at the one ahead may stop 
suddenly. ests have established that a 


car proceeuing at 50 miles an hour travels 
188 feet on dry pavement after the brakes 
have been applied before coming to a stop. 
At this high speed, the vehicle goes 55 
feet before a vigilant driver senses the 
danger and applies the brakes. So, in all, 
it travels 243 feet from the time the danger 
is sensed by a wide-awake driver until it 
has been halted. This distance is reduced 
considerably at 20 miles per hour, but 
even then it is 52 feet. Some books on 
driving hints suggests that there* should 
be at least a car length for everp 10 miles 
of speed between vehicles. ‘While at that 
it is a safer procedure than _ virtually 
touching the bumpec: * che car ahead, 
even this distance shou... tretched some- 
what for complete safety. 

Something to remember is that visibility 
range is shdrply reduced at night. The 


. limit with the best of lights is about 150 


feet, Since it takes 248 feet to stop a 
car at 50 miles an hour after danger has 
been realized, there always is the possibility 
that at this speed a car cannot be halted 
at night in time to avoid crushing into a 
slow moving or stationary object ahead, 
particularly if the lane dor approaching 
traffic is filled. Hence, a wise motorist 
drives at a slower speed after dark,

Canadians Still 
Spending Freely 


OTTAWA.—Canadians tapered off 
their buying during June for the first 
time this year, but were still spend- 
ing at a rate well above 1951. 

In the first six months they spent 
$28,000,000 more than in the corre- 
sponding period last year for. every- 
thing from furniture to clothing and 
radios to washing machines. 

If they keep it up, Canadian buy- 
ing will total more than ten billion 
dollars by the end of the year. 

The Bureau of Statistics reported 
that retail sales in June totalled 
$978,263,000, compared with $940,- 
218,000 in June last year. This 
brought the six-month total to a 
whopping $5,265,871,000 compared 
with $4,980,180,000 in the first six 
months of 1951, 

The bureau figures showed, how- 
ever, that the June figure was down 
7.1 per cent, from the $1,053,488,000 
spent in May. Retail sales have in- 
creased every month this year up fo 
May, the highest spending month so 
far. .

Fish Being Saved 
By Road Hacked 
Through Bush Land 


HAZELTON, B.C.—A road hacked 
60 miles through wild country near 
here in a desperate attempt to save 
millions of fish from destruction is 
paying off. 

The road leads to the big rockslide 
on the Babine River that constituted 
one of the most serious threats ever 
to face the northern British Colum- 
bia fishing industry. : 

The slide came down a lonely can- 
yon nearly a year ago, blocking hun- 
dreds of thousands of sockeye from 
their natural spawning grounds in 
Babine Lake. 

The Federal Fisheries Department 
pushed a road through’ practically 
unknown country to get at the slide 
and to devise some means of getting 
the fish through. The fish do not 
change their spawning habits, and if 
they can’t reach their natural spawn- 
ing area they will batter themselves 
to death in the attempt. 

Fish were only “trickling’’ into 
Babine Lake earlier this year, but 
fisheries officials now report salmon 
are completing the five-day run from 
the slide area to the lake at a rate 
of more than 3,000 a day. 

‘It appears certain that at leasi 
the vast proportion of the run will 
get through safely this season,” said 
one official, 

A crew at the slide dynamited 
pools in the river, creating natural 
fish ladders. At one point they had 
to get the fish past a 12-foot fall. 

Biologists and engineers are seek- 
ing a way to clear a permanent 
channel for the fish. This may mean 
dredging a new channel or construct- 
ing big permanent fish ladders, :

death stalking those who brave 


the wilderness of the far northern Nahanni Valley may have had 
some foundation, but the dangers are not from supernatural forces. 
That's the firm belief of R. M. Dick Shamp, young chemical engi- 


ed a knee-cap and fractured a shoul- 
der-blade soon after the start, but 
continued with the others, 

A few days later one rifle was 
damaged on rocks beyond repair, and 
the two others were put out of com- 
mission by continual dampness, leav- 
ing them without arms to kill game 
for food. On the whole trek they 
saw the sun only three days. 

In 25 days they walked 150 miles 
through: tortuous country, but were 
only 50 miles from their starting 
point.

On the way back 
they built rafts on three occasions, 
suffered a spill in glacier-fed waters 
and once were trapped for two hours 
in a whirlpool.

The rest of their equip- 
ment had been ruined by rain or lost 
in raft upsets, All had lost a lot of 
weight—Shamp about 40 pounds and 
the others about 20 pounds each. 

From the base camp they flew to 
Watson Lake. Shamp went to An- 
chorage, Alaska, for hospital treat- 
ment before coming here to tell the 
story. 

He doesn’t believe the legend about 
a tropical valley in the Nahanni, but 
says there are some hot springs 
around which summer growth is 
luxuriant, They also found some 
mineral desposits but not enough to 
bother about,

He toured in grand opera and re- 
turned to New York to play Broad- 
way. White Feather later went to 
Hollywood where he appeared in a 
number of silent pictures and some 
talkies, 

On becoming a Christian, he left 
the entertainment world and went 
back to college.

Asks Separate 
Consideration 
Of Grain Rate 


REGINA.—The Saskatchewan gov- 
ernment has asked the federal trans- 
port board to consider the railways’ 
request for domestic grain haul rate 
increases separately from their gen- 
eral application for a freight rate 
hike. 

Municipal Affairs Minister L. F. 
McIntosh, who sent the request in a 
telegram, said domestic grain rates 
should be considered separately be- 
cause they have no connection with 
the general application. 

The grain rates were also of great 
concern to the processors of western 
grain—such as the flour mills and the 
feed companies—-and the feeders of 
domestic prairie grain—for instance 
in British Columbia and Ontario. 

Both the domestic grain rate ap- 
plication and the general application 
for a seven per cent. increase are to 
be heard by the board’ at hearings 
beginning Sept, 22, The hearings on 
the general application for a further 
nine per cent, rate boost are to be 
held in November. 

Mr. McIntosh, minister in charge 
of the provincial freight rate services 
division, said the domestic grain rate 
proposal could mean an increase of 
up to 70 per cent. based on distance. 

“We therefore felt justified in ask- 
ing that this matter ®e dealt with 
separately,” he said, 

Text of the governmental wire fol- 
lows, in part: ° 

“In view of strong feeling develop- 
ing in western Canada on issue of 
proposed increase on domestic grain 
rates, government of, Saskatchewan 
strongly urge that this issye be-de- 
cided by itself and not part of the 
general application on Sept. 22. It is 
respectfully submitted that the issue 
can be more effectively and satisfac- 
torily dealt with if treated by itself.” 


driver, At that time, flying routes 
were haphazard, and an oil company 
had arranged caches of aviation fuel 
at various points on the route.

The Alberta government in those 
days—as now—forbade liquor adver- 
tising. Palmer filled this gap for the 
manufacturer of a product called 
Purple Label beer by buying a purple 
aircraft to deliver the stuff and take 
distributors on courtesy flights. From 
that grew Western Airways, 

Palmer then branched out on his 
own with flying training schools in 
the mountains and pioneered moun- 
tain flying with the forestry patrol 
until 1939, After an instructing stint 
during the Second World War, he 
now flies with the High River club, 
adding to the log of 14,700 hours tal- 
lied since he began flying in 1916,

EXPERIMENTAL FARM NOTES 


The after harvest tillage of crop 
lands has proven to be useful in the 
control of Russian thistle particularly 
if carried on for several consecutive 
seasons, A_ certain amount of con- 
trol for other annual weeds can also 
be expected from such a procedure, 

The effect of after harvest tillage 
on subsequent grain crops has been 
under ‘est at the Lethbridge Experi- 
mental Station for a number of years. 
Blading, one-way discing, and basin 
listing have been the after harvest 
practices compared witi: no tillage 
treatment. The twelve year aver- 
age yield of crops grown on untreat- 
ed stubble fields has been 15.3 bush- 
els per acre. This compares wth an 
average yield of 16.7 bushels per acre, 
from crops grown on stubble bladed 
the previous fall. Yields for the other 
treatments did not differ greatly 
from that obtained on untreated stub. 
bles, 

There are two possible reasons for 
the yield differences obtained, namely 
the control of weeds and increased 
moisture conservation. Since both the 
blading and the one way disking ave 
resulted in a comparable measure of 
weed control it is thouglit that the 
yield difference is due mostly to 
superior moisture conservation cf- 
fected by blading which retains a 
good, well anchored trash cover 
on the soil surface, Doubtless the 
blading opens up the soil, as does the 
one way disking, which allows for a 
possible increased intake of mois- 
ture, but in addition the standing 
stubble on the bladed fields is able 
to hold more of the winter snow. 

For the most effective working of 
stubble the job should be done us 
soon as possible after the crop is re- 
moved. ‘This statement applies par- 
ticularly to the control of Russiin 
thistle by fall cultivation. If fields 
are bladed immedjately after harvest 
the production of seed by the thistle 
plants present can be reduced by es 
much as 75 to 100 per cent. 

Fall tillage of crop stubble is a 
worthwhile practice if such _ stub- 
bles are to be seeded the following 
year. The use of a blade type im- 
plement has proven best for this pure 
pose and the job should be done as 
soon as possible after the crop has 
been removed,
